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1 . The Amendment to the claims filed October 30, 2008 is not in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .121 because it does not appear to amend the claims, but rather to be a copy of a 
previous amendment filed April 30, 2008. As such, the status identifiers and markings 
in the claims are incorrect. Specifically, 

a) The status identifiers of claims 1, 5, 6, 34, and 36-40 are incorrect (i.e. should be 
"previously presented"). 

b) The markings in these claims do not compare the current text of these claims relative 
to the immediate prior version. 

c) Claim 35 does not include any status identifier. 

In addition, the text of claim 40 should not be underlined. 

2. The Declaration by Dr. Kecskes does not show results commensurate in scope 
with the rejected claims, which are directed to alloys having various amounts of copper, 
nickel, aluminum, and at least one Group IVA, IVB, VA, or VB element.
